Health Views 
Is Skiing a Safe Sport? : 
You hear the crackle of the 
soft snow; you feel the crispness 
of the wind on your face; you tin- 
' gle with the warmth of the sun on 
‘your back; you are exhilirated: 
with the speed and movement, It 
is estimated that more than five. 
million Americans will experience 
the joy and freedom of skiing this 
year, Unfortunately though, it is 
also. estimated that 600,000 will 
experience the pain of injury. 

That's a lot of injuries. The next’ 
question then is, “Is skiing an un- 
safe sport?’ The answer is “no”? 
—it is no more unsafe than most 
other sports. Oh certainly, statis- 
ticians and insurance actuaries can 
issue a list of sports and rank 
them in order of danger. But this 
is based on frequency of injury 
rather than inherent qualities of 
the sports themselves, 

- It’s not sports that are danger. 
ous—it’s the people who partici- 
pate in them. 

According to skiing authorities, 
about 50% of the injuries are 
equipment-related, while the other 
50% are due to poor physical con- 
ditioning and negligence. So that 
leaves very little to blame on the 
sport itself, 

First, let’s talk about physical 
conditioning because that should 
be second nature to anyone who 


a sport as skiing. . 

Physical conditioning is import- 
ant because the energy-absorption 
ability of the bone is minimal. The 
skier's primary defense against in- 
jury is muscular conditioning. Ac- 
cording to doctors of chiropractic, 
especially those in ski areas, there 
is a direct relationship between 
Jack of conditioning and structur- 
al injury, 

Anyone who thinks he can go 
‘away on a ski week end without 
being prepared physicaliy is*mak- 
ing a serious mistake. Skiing not

The American Chiropractic As- 
sociation also reports that ski 
poles have been the basis for many 
shoulder and thumb dislocations, 
and for muscle problems in the 
arms afid back. Without pull-away 
Straps, a pole caught in a shrub 
exerts a tremendous shock on the 
limb as the body moves forward 
with speed. ; 

Also, the skier should not over- 
look his or her clothing, The ski. 
er must be properly dressed for 
the activity—not become chilled 
or overheated, Too much or too 
little clothes can both contribute

‘On snow packed or ice glazed 
roads, the wisdom of this rule is 
underscored by the fact that the 
distance needed for stopping may 
be from three to 12 times that re- 
quired on dry pavement," said 
Colonel Allan H. Weeks, Chief of 
the Maine State Police. . 

Far too many motorists main- 
tain too short an interval between 
moving vehicles. As long as the 
lead vehicle maintains its pace, 
there is usually no trouble, How- 
ever, if the motorist ahead finds 
it necessary to break quickly, the 
driver following may not be able 
to reduce speed sufficiently to 
avoid a rear end collision, said 
Col. Weeks, 

During the colder months, the 
speeds used on dry summertime 
pavement are too fast for winter 
roads—even when a vehicle's 
brakes and tires aré in good con- 
dition, and the driver utilizes snow 
or tire’ chains, the Maine
